A TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 


Tho Storr Told of Two Canadian Trappers. 


A Narrow Escape. 


Once or twice he showed a curious re- 


luctance about allowing a man to approach 
him suddenly from behind. Altogether 
his actions were so odd that I felt some 
curiosity to learn his history.

At dusk his companion camo 


stealthily up, rifle in hand, peering cau- 
tiously ahtad, his drawn face showing 
tho starved, eager ferocity of the wild 
beast, aud the man he was hunting shot 
him down exactly as if ho had been one.
